For all p ractical p u rp oses after 
giv ing reasonable attention to diet, 
p ersonal sanitation, sleep and ex er­ 
cises, and assu ming th at one’s bodi­ 
ly limitations as defined by the fam ­ 
ily p hy sicial are ap p reciated, the 
av erage p erson can dismiss the su b­ 
ject of health. This, p lu s the annu al 
p hy sical ex amination shou ld ade­ 
qu ately cov er the situ ation. 
On the other hand, conditions 
are bou nd to arise where actu al di­ 
sease 
sy mp toms 
manifest

selv es. It will then be u p to the doc- 
or to decide what the trou ble, if 
any . is and for the p atient to abide 
by his ju dgement. 
In short, sy mp tom hu nting as a 
hobby is a dangerou s m atter.
